ON THE PLANTING AND MANAGEMENT OF TREES.

TuE soil must, in all cases, be dry naturally, or made so by under-draining. This 
should be thoroughly done, so that all surplus water can readily escape. ever plant 
a tree unless the ground has been previously well pulverized and made fine. Put it 
in at least as good condition, and make it as rich, as you would for a crop of corn. 
Never plant trees in holes, as many do ; it is almost fatal to their growth. 


PREPARATIONS FOR PLANTING. 


Remove all bruised or broken portions of roots with a sharp knife, shortening 
such as are too long, and taking out those too much crowded. Avoid injuring or 
cutting off any of the small fibres. Puddling the roots, in a paste made of water 
and surface soil, is of much service. If planted in spring, cut off two-thirds of the 
current year’s growth, thus reducing the top to correspond with the loss of roots. If 
planted in the Autumn, defer the top pruning until the succeeding Spring. 

If the tree is to be trained in the Dwarf or Pyramidal form, the necessary pruning 
should be done by cutting back the last year’s growth in such a way as to give the 
desired shape. 


TO PRESERVE TREES OVER WINTER. 


When desired for Spring planting, lay them in a trench on dry land, and inclined 
considerably on one side ; cover the roots and a good portion of the stock with mel- 
low earth, as deep as may be, and tightly packed around them. Care must be taken 
that no water settles around them, and that they are not where they will be liable to 
be eaten by mice. 


FROZEN TREES. 


If trees are reccived in freezing weather, place the package, unopened, in a cool, 
dark cellar, but free from frost, until perfectly thawed, when they can be unpacked, 
and either trenched or planted out. Treated thus they will not be injured. 


PLANTING. 


Deep planting is one of the greatest errors committed in this country, and prob- 
ably more trees die from this cause than all others. If they thrive for a year or two, 
they soon languish and die, apparently without any cause. In cold, clayey soils this 
is often the case, 

When ready to plant, take out the earth deep enough, and of a width suffi- 
cient to admit all the roots easily, without bending or breaking. Set the trees no 
deeper than they stood in the nursery, except Dwarf Pears, which should be deep 
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enough to entirely cover the quince stock on which it is budded. Then, holding the 
tree upright and spreading the roots in their natural position, fil) in with rich surface 
earth, packing it well wnder and amongst the roots with the hand. Allow no fresh 
manure in contact with the roots; it will almost invariably kill the tree. Have the 
trees well staked, to prevent their swaying in high winds. 

If the tree is planted in the Autumn, heap earth around to the Height of a foot 
(which should be removed the following spring), as a protection against frost and 
mice. 

Mulching, or covering the ground around the tree with short straw, leaves, chip 
manure, &c., during the first summer, is of the greatest benefit, preventing injury 
from the drougth, keeping the soil loose, moist, and of an even temperature. 


AFTER CULTURE OF TREES. 


To keep the ground mellow and free from all other vegetation is best for trees; 
but hoed crops, wel/ manured, may be raised if necessary. A compost of good man- 
ure and rich mold should always be kept on hand, and applied around each tree 
once a year, forking it in and mixing it with the earth as far as the roots are likely 
to extend. Ashes, lime, &c., are also good when mixed with earth and applied as 
above. 

See that no insects attack them. Look after the growth of the tree. Commence 
pinching, or Summer pruning, in July, when all very rapid shoots should be short 
ened in or pinched off, so as to encourage the growth of weak shoots. A careful 
attention to this will cause a symmetrical shape, and bring the trees sooner into 
bearing. 


Full directions on the Management of Fruit Trees and Plants would require a 
larger space than we can devote. Every fruit grower should possess one or more of 
the standard works on the subject. Some general hints respecting the management 
of the different varieties will be found under their appropriate heads. 
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DISTANCES FOR PLANTING TREES. 
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Grapes,....Rows from 14 to 16 feet apart, and planted from 8 to 14 
each way in the row, according to variety. 
Currants, Gooseberries and Raspberries, in rows, according to variety, 4 “ ‘¢ * 
Blackberries and Black Cap Raspberries,............-.... eee Ss i 
Strawberries, rows 3 feet apart, and plants 1 foot apart in the rows, 
for field culture, and 2 feet by 1 foot apart for the garden. 


Rule for Ascertaining the Number of Plants or Trees Required for One Acre of Land 
(which contains 43,560 square feet.) 

Multiply the distance in feet between the rows, by the distance the plants are 
apart in the row, and their product will be the number of square feet for each plant, 
which, divided into the number of feet in an acre, will show how many plants the 
acre will contain; thus: 

Blackberries, &c., 8 feet by 4 — 32)43,560(1,361 plants. 
Apples, 30 feet by 30 — 900)43,560(48 trees, 
And so on for any distances that may be desired to plant.

American Summer Pearmain—Medium size, red spotted, and streaked with 
yellow ; very tender, rich and pleasant. Tree a slow and upright grower, but 
productive. Last of August to October, 
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Benoni—Medium size, nearly round; deep red; tender, agreeable rich sub-acid 
flavor. Tree erect, vigorous and productive. August. 

Bough, Large Yellow (Sweet Bough)—Large, oblong; skin smooth, pale 
greenish yellow; very tender, crisp, rich, sweet aromatic and fine. Tree a 
moderate grower, bears abundantly, and forms around head. One of the best. 
August to September. 

Carolina Red June—Medium size, oval; deep red; flesh white, tender, sub-acid. 
Tree erect; good grower, productive. Early bearer, good at the West. Au- 
gust. 

Early Harvest, (Yellow Harvest)—Medium to large, roundish; yellowish; 
fair, handsome, tender, juicy, and very fine. Tree moderately vigorous, erect 
grower, productive; very desirable. August. 

Early Joe—Small, roundish ; deep red, striped with yellow in the shade; tender, 
juicy and delicious. Tree a slow, upright grower, very productive, but fruit 
often spotted. August to September.

Garretson’s Early—Rather large, roundish; oblate; greenish yellow; tender; 
sub-acid, juicy and good. Tree a good grower and early bearer. August. 

Keswick Codlin—Large, conical; tender, juicy, acid; excellent for cooking. 
Tree erect, vigorous, productive, and early in bearing. July to October. 

Primate, (Rough and Ready)—Medium size, roundish; pale yellow, with a 
blush on the sunny side; tair, beautiful, very tender, rich, high flavored and 
delicious.

Sops of Wine, (Pie Apple)— Medium size, roundish, oblong; dark crimson, flesh 
stained with red, juicy, sub-acid. Tree a fine grower; productive. August 
and September. 

Summer Queen—Large, conical; striped and clouded with red; juicy, tender, 
rich and fine flavored. Tree a vigorous grower, with a large, spreading, irreg- 
ular head. August.and September.

St. Lawrence—Large, round, somewhat flattened; yellowish, streaked with red, 
very handsome; juicy, pleasant and good. Tree vigorous, upright oe ae 
fair bearer. Chietelecee 

Sherwood’s Favorite, (Chenango Strawberry)—Large, roundish; bright red 
and yellow, very beautiful in appearance, and a pleasant apple. Tree a rapid, 
handsome, upright grower, and a good and early bearer. September and 
October. 


WINTER APPLES. 


American Golden Russet, (Bullock’s Pippin, Sheep Nose)—Medium or 
small, roundish ovate; clear golden russet; very tender, juicy, rich, spicy 
flavor, very fine; more resembling in texture a buttery pear than any other 
apple. Tree a thrifty, upright grower; good bearer. November to January. 

Bellefieur, Yellow—Large, oblong; yellow, sometimes a blush in the sun; crisp, 
juicy, rich, high flavor and excellent. Tree a good grower, spreading and pro- 
ductive. November to March. 

Bailey Sweet—Large, conical, or oblong; deep red; tender, rich, honied sweet 
flavor. Tree a good, upright grower, productive. November to January. 

Baldwin—Large, roundish; deep bright red; juicy, crisp, sub-acid, very good 
flayor. Tree very vigorous, upright, and very productive of fair, handsome 
fruit ; one of the best and most popular winter apples. January to April. 

Belmont, (Waxen, Gate)—Large, roundish; pale waxen yellow, with a bright 
red cheek; crisp, tender, juicy, mild, fine flavor. Tree a good grower, very 
productive. November to February. 

Ben Davis, (Kentucky Streak, New York Pippin) — Large, roundish; 
beautifully striped and splashed with bright red on yellowish ground; tender, 
juicy, mild, sub-acid and pleasant flavor. Tree very hardy, vigorous grower, 
constant and abundant bearer. Winter and into Spring. 

Canada Reinette—Very large, flattened and ribbed; dull yellow, russet dots; 
firm, juicy, rich, fine flavor. Tree a strong grower and good bearer. Should 
be picked early. November to March. 

Cooper’s Market, (Cooper’s Seedling)—Medium size, conical or oblong; yel- 
lowish, striped and shaded with bright red; tender, rather acid; a late keeper 
and valuable for market. Tree vigorous, upright, with long, slender branches; 
productive. December to May. 

Danver’s Winter Sweet—Medium size, roundish, oblong; greenish yellow, 
often a brownish cheek ; juicy, firm,rich and sweet. Tree a good grower and 
productive. November to March. 

Dominie, (Wells)—Medium size, flat; greenish yellow, striped with red; resem- 
bles the Rambo; very tender and pleasant. Tree a strong grower, and an 
abundant bearer : succeeds remarkably well at the West. December to April. 
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Dutch Mignonne—Large, roundish; dull red, with large, yellow russet specks ; 
flesh at first firm, but becomes tender, with a rich, very aromatic flavor. Tree 
wakes very strong, upright shoots, and bears fine crops. November to Feb- 
ruary. Q. 

English Russet—Medium size, ovate or conical; greenish yellow russet; crisp, 
sub-acid. A strong, upright grower, and a certain and great bearer. Keeps 
till June. 

Fallawater, (Fornwalder, Tulpehocken)—Very large, globular; yellowish 
green, dull red cheeks; juicy, crisp, pleasant, peculiar, sub-acid flayor. Tree 
a strong grower, very productive, even while young. November to March. 

Fameuse, (Snow Apple)—Medium size, roundish, very handsome; deep crim- 
son; flesh snowy white, tender, juicy, high flavored and delicious. Tree 
vigorous, productive and very hardy. November to February.

Hubbardston Nonsuch—Large, round ; beautiful yellow and red ; tender, juicy, 
aromatic, rich and delicious. Tree a strong grower and productive. Novem- 
ber to January. 

King of Tompkins County—Very large, roundish or oblate, angular; yellow- 
ish, striped and clouded with red; tender, rich and agreeable flavor; a superb 
apple. Tree a strong, handsome grower, and an abundant annual bearer. 
December to April. 

Ladies’ Sweeting—Large, roundish; greenish and red striped, with a thin white 
bloom; very tender, rich, sweet, sprightly and agreeably perfumed; one of 
the best winter sweet apples. Shoots rather slender, but erect; very produc- 
tive. December to April. 

Lady Apple, (Pomme d’Api)—Small, flat; pale yellow, a brilliant red cheek ; 

Tree grows rather 
slowly, forms a compact, erect head, and bears abundantly. December to 
May. 

Limber Twig—Medium size, roundish, oblate; dull red; firm, rather coarse, with 
a brisk, sub-acid flavor; much cultivated at the South and West, and valuable 
there for great productiveness, hardihood and long keeping—till May. 

Melon, (Norton’s Melon, Watermelon) — Large, roundish; pale yellow, 
striped with red; tender, juicy, spicy and refreshing; a handsome and deli- 
cious fruit.

Northern Spy—Large, roundish ; striped with red, with a pale bloom; remark- 
ably tender, juicy, spicy, high flavored and delicious; one of the best long 
keeping apples, retaining its freshness until late Spring. Tree a remarkably 
rapid, erect grower ; very productive when it comes into bearing. January to 
June. 


Pryor’s Red-—-Medium size, globular; russety red; tender, juicy, rich, sub-acid. 
Tree a fair, upright grower; valuable in the South and West. December to 
April. 

Peck’s Pleasant—Large, roundish, smooth; pale yellow, with a bright blush, 
handsome ; fine grained, juicy, crisp, rich, aromatic and high flavored ; a very 
valuable fruit. Tree erect, vigorous and productive. December to March. 

Pomme Gris—Small, oblate; grayish russet; tender, rich, good and high flavored. 
Tree a good grower, productive and hardy; valuable for Northern localities. 
November to April. 


Rambo, (Romanite)—-Medium size, flat ; streaked and mottled, red and yellow; 
very tender, juicy, sprightly and fine flavored. Tree a good, upright grower, 
hardy and productive; a widely cultivated and popular fruit.

Tree vigorous and spreading, a great and constant 
bearer. November to March. 


Rome Beauty, (Gillett’s Seedling)—Large, roundish; yellow and light red, 
handsome; juicy, crisp, sub-acid. Tree a moderate grower, good bearer ; 
popular in the South-west. December to February.

PEARS. 


This is one of our most delicious fruits, and has recieved of late much attention. 
By the introduction of new varieties from Europe, and the originating and dissemi- 
nation of new American kinds, a great improvement has been made, and the in- 
creased attention given to the culture and management of the trees, has proved 
that the cultivation of this delicious fruit for market, has been a profitable invest- 
ment. 

Our collection consists of all the popular and best varieties, and we have spared 
no pains or expense to make our collection full and complete, and true to name. No 
part of our catalogue has received a more careful attention, and much labor has 
been expended in thoroughly revising and carefully comparing the best authorities 
with our own experience, in order that our descriptions might be reliable and 
accurate. 

The extensive reputation attained by this section for the production of Pear 
Trees, is mainly due to the character of the soil, which is naturally adapted to the 
Pear, and imparts to the young tree a permanently healthy habit and vigorous consti- 
tution, unattainable when raised on light lands. 

Standard Trees on Pear stock are preferable for the Orchard. These are dest 
from 4 te 6 feet high, and from 2 to 3 years old. 

Pyramids or Dwarfs are budded on the Angers Quince, and are best for the Gar- 
den: they should be 2 or 3 yrs. old, and from 8 to 5 ft. high, having been well cut back 
in the nursery rows when 1 year old, to produce long side branches. They should 
be planted in rich, well tilled soil, and kept under good cultivation. The general 
rule is to remove every Spring, after hard freezing is over, and before the sap starts, 
one-half or two-thirds of the previous summer’s growth. Thus treated they become 
beautiful objects to the eye, and bear early and abundantly of fair and delicious 
fruit.

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Most varieties of Pears are greatly inferior in flavor, if allowed to ripen on the 
tree. Gather when on, gently lifting the fruit the stem will readily separate from 
the limb, this will be from one to two weeks before they are ripe. Ripen in the 
house, placing the fruit in a dark room until fully matured. Winter Pears should 
hang on the trees until there is danger of frost—say from first to tenth of October. 
Put in tight boxes or barrels, and keep them in some barn or out-building as leng as 
possible without freezing, and then place them in a dry, cool cellar until nearly ma- 
tured, then bring into a warm room for a few days to ripen. 

Many Pears do not succeed on the Quince ; such as are particularly adapted to 
cultivation as Dwarfs, we have marked with a Q.

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NEW WINTER PEARS. 


DUCHESSE DE BORDEAUX. 


We have great pleasure in offering Trees of this valuable New Winter Pear, 
believing it to be a very great acquisition, and that it is destined to take the front 
rank among winter varieties. It was imported from France by Dr. L. $8. Houghton, 
of Philadelphia, some years since, and soon fruited in his specimen grounds. Being 
much struck with the bright, robust appearance of the trees, and with the size and 
beauty of the fruit, and finding it a valuable acquisition, the Doctor, whois one of 
our first Pomologists, and engaged lirgely in Orchard Pear Culture, commenced as 
speedily as possible to cultivate it largely in his extensive orchards. After fully 
testing for some years, he gives the following as the result of his experience: 

The fruit produced on my trees was of large size, resembling in form the Beurre 
Deil and Doyenne Boussock. There was one peculiarity about the fruit which led 
me to think it would bea good keeper, and that was the extreme thickness and 
toughness of the skin, which had a thick tilled appearance like the skin of some 
Havana oranges. I had formed the opinion that no pear with a thin, delicate skin, 
easily bruised, could ever become a good keeper, for winter use. 

For several years I tested the keeping qualities of this Pear by putting them in 
stone jars in a ccmmon Cellar, and in boxes, in cool rooms, with no special packing, 
or other care, and found it to keep till February, March and April, sound and good, 
and to ripsn up and color, in a melting condition, overflowing with rich, sweet, aro- 
matic juice, delicious and refreshing, and nearly first-rate in quality, as compared 

‘with all pears, and positively first-rate as compared with winter pears. 

The tree I found to be a very strong grower, resembling in its appearance and 
the color of the wood, the Duchesse de Angouleme, the Bartlett, and the Edmonds. 
It resembled these trees just named also in size and number of its fruit buds, and 
in its astonishing prolific and fruitful tendency. 

The trees have continued to bear every year, when almost every other variety 
has been injured by spring frosts, and the fruit has been fair and satisfactory. The 
skin is so tough and dense that the Curculio seems, by instinct, to avoid it as an un- 
favorable resting place for its eggs, and hence it is less marked with crescent cuts 
than other pears. Fungus, also, does not appear to find a congenial soil in its 
outer coating, and thus it escapes the unsightly black spots of that destructive ex- 
crescence.

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Trees growing in grass and the culture neglected, are liable to the “black knot ;” 
good, thorough, clean cultivation, keeping the trees constantly in a thrifty growing 
state, is almost a sure preventive. 

To prevent the destruction of the fruit by the Curculio, as soon as the fruit be- 
gins to set, jar off the insect on a sheet spread beneath the tree, and destroy them, 
repeating the operation daily for about three weeks. The labor will be found small 
in comparison with the value of the crop.

Standards are cultivated on the Mazzard stock, for orchards, and thrive well in 
this climate, producing annually large crops, growing finely in all dry soils. The 
strong, upright, rapid growing sorts, with large, glossy foliage are fine for lawns and 
door yards, being useful for adornment and shade, as well as for the fruit. Dwarfs 
are worked on the Mahaleb stock; make fine pyramids, and are more hardy than 
when worked on Mazzard stock, and consequently more desirable for cold localities. 

We have not attempted to separate the Hearts (tender and half-tender,) from the 
Bigarreaus (firm fleshed). They are so similar that it is difficult to draw the line of 
distinction. They are allrapid, vigorous growers. 

The Dukes and Morellos are of less rapid growth, generally more acid in fruit, 
making fine pyramids, much more hardy and better adapted to the colder climates.

We can therefore recommend our stock to all purchasers with great confi- 
dence. The introduction of the new hardy varieties, ripening from one to four weeks 
earlier than the Isabella or Catawba, thus securing the crop against the early Autumn 
frosts; together with the hardiness of the vines themselves, (being much less liable 
to injury from our severe winters than the old sorts,) have given a great impetus to 
the culture of this most delicious and healthful fruit. 


It is stated by some of the most eminent Physiologists, that among all the fruits 
condusive to regularity, health and vigor in the human system, the Grape ranks 
number one. We hope soon to see the day when every garden shall contain at least 
three good Grape Vines, and when every family shall have an abundant supply of this 
most excellent fruit for at least six months of the year. 

The vine quickly comes into bearing, yielding fruit usually the second year after 
planting, requires but little space, and when properly trained, is an ornament to the 
yard, garden or vineyard. 

The fruit, when nicely packed, can be kept for along time nearly as good as when 
gathered. The day is not far distant when America will vie with the old countries 
in her vineyards ; and even now large profit are being yearly realized from them.

SELECT HARDY NATIVE VARIETIES. 


Adirondac—An American Grape of the very best quality, and ripening very early . 
Bunch large and compact; berries good size; skin thin, black, covered with a 
delicate bloom; flesh tender, melting, sweet, without pulp, and deliciously 
flavored. Growth vigorous, as hardy as the Isabella, productive, and ripens 
fully as early as the Hartford Prolific. 

Allen’s Hybrid—Raised by J. F. Allen, Salem, Mass. ; approaches in flavor and 
appearance to the Golden Chasselas. Bunches medium to large; berries 
medium, round; skin thin, pale amber; flesh tender, without pulp, melting, 
sprightly and delicious. Vine sufficiently hardy for garden culture in most of 
the Northern States. Ripens September 20th. 

Alvey—A vigorous, hardy, healthy vine, and fair bearer; bunch medium size, com- 

~ pact; berries small or medium, no pulp, sprightly, vinous, and of fine quality ; 
good for the table, and promises to be valuable for wine. Ripens about the 
same time as the Concord. 

Concord—Well known, and acknowledged as the most popular Grape; standing 
almost any degree of cold, prospering under almost any kind of culture, en- 
during more neglect than any other, and ripening in all localities. Bunch 
compact, large, shouldered ; berries large, round, black, thickly covered with a 
beautiful blue bloom ; flesh moderately juicy, sweet pulp, quite tender when 
fully ripe, sometimes a little acid at the centre, with considerable of the foxy 
tiavor. Vine very hardy and vigorous. Ripens from 10th to 20th September. 
Very desirable for market, often commanding a higher price, on account of 
its beautiful appearance, than those of a really better quality. 

Creveling, Catawissa Bloom—A large and handsome Grape. Bunch medi- 
um size, rather loose; berries medium to large, nearly round, black, with but 
little bloom; flesh juicy, sweet and sprightly; growth strong, vigorous and 
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hardy. A sweet, pleasant Grape, and valuable for its early maturity; better 
in quality and as early as Hartford Prolific. We would recommend planting 
this variety alternately with the Concord—it is then fertilized when in blos- 
som, and the bunches are more compact. 


Catawba-—-Bunches large, shouldered; berries large, reddish, sprightly, with a 
delicate musk. One of the old and popular Grapes, extensively planted in 
some sections for wine, for which it is valuable. 


Clinton—Bunches medium size, compact; berries small or medium, purplish black, 
juicy, with a sprightly, brisk, vinous flavor ; a hardy, strong grower and very 
productive; eatable earlier than the Isabella, but rather acid till touched by 
frost. This variety is colored Jong before it is ripe. 


Delaware—This is rather a slender grower at first, but when it becomes well 
established is what may be called a good grower, but never a rampant one. 
All that it requires is a good rich soil, with good culture, to produce the best 
results. Bunch medium, very compact, and generally shouldered; berries 
medium, round ; skin thin, of a beautiful dark red color when fully ripe; flesh 
tender and juicy, scarcely any pulp, exceedingly sweet, but still brisk and 
vinous, never cloying to the taste. Vine very hardy, moderately vigorous and 
very productive. Ripe very early in September. The Delaware sometimes 
bears such enormous crops that the fruit does not ripen perfectly. The remedy 
is to severely thin out the bunches early in the season—the fruit will be much 
larger and finer. 


Diana—A seedling of the Catawba, resembling its parent in general appearance, 
but ripening much earlier. Bunches medium to large, compact, sometimes 
with one or more shoulders; berries of uneven size, generally large, pale red; 
skin thick, covered with a thin bloom; flesh tender, with a little pulp, very 
high flavor, juicy and sweet; ore of the longest keepers we have, and often 
making good raisins. The Diana is a rampant grower, sometimes producing 
a great growth of wood at the expense of the fruit. If planted ina rather poor, 
heavy soil, its tendency in this direction is checked, and it produces larger, 
earlier and better crops. As hardy as Isabella, and very valuable for wine or 
table. 


Diana Hamburg—A new grape, raised from seed of the Diana, impregnated with 
the Black Hamburg ; has a large, handsome bunch and berry,is dark red, 
tender, sweet and aromatic. The foliage has a foreign aspect, but the vine 
has so far proved hardy in garden culture, and should it prove entirely so, 
with its fine large fruit and splendid appearance, will prove valuable. 

Eumelan—aA new black grape, just now introduced by Dr. Grant, who says: “It 
is very vigorous, hardy and productive in habit, ripening before the Hartford 
Prolitic; bunches of large size, elegant form and proper degree of compact- 
ness; berries also large size with fine bloom and clear surface, adhering firmly 
to the bunches long after ripening, and not falling from the bunches after 
picking and packing; meaty, uniform texture of tender, melting flesh, ripen- 
ing evenly and periectly all through; flavor pure and refined, very sugary, 
rich and vinous.” [See cut, page 40.] 

Hartford Prolific—A hardy, profuse bearing, and tolerably good black Grape, 
ripening so early as to suit the climate of New England, and valuable on this 
account. Does not require so close pruning as most other kinds. 
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EUMELAN GRAPE. [See page 89.] 
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Iona—This fine Grape proves to be a decided acquisition, and is one of the most 
desirable varieties. It isa good grower, hardy, and an abundant bearer; 
bunch usually large, long, sufficiently compact, shouldered, being medium ta 
large, round, with a thin but tenacious skin, pale red, with numerous deep 
red veins, becoming quite dark when fully ripe; flesh tender, melting, with a 
rich, sweet, vinous and sprightly flavor. Ripens just after the Delaware. 

Israella—This fine table Grape is universally popular, and should be in every col- 
lection. The vine is a hardy, healthy, good grower, and bears well; bunches 
very compact, shouldered and of splendid appearance ; berries large, slightly 
oval, with a thick skin, intensely black when fully ripe, adheres well to the 
bunch; very tender, sweet and rich. Ripens very early, and keeps a long 
time after maturity. Valuable for market. 

Isabella— Well known and heretofore popular, and the standard by which 
others have been judged. Now suitable only for particular localities on ac- 
count of the uncertainty of its ripening. Bunch and berry large, dark purple, 
sweet and rich when tully ripe. 

Ives’ Seedling, (Ives’ Madeira)—This has obtained great popularity, in some 
localities, as a wine Grape, making a red wine, of delicate flavor and fine 
quality. The vine is healthy, hardy and vigorous, and fruit said to be free 
from rot, even under the most unfavorable circumstances; bunch medium to 
large, long, compact; berry medium, slight)y oval, very black, juicy, sweet, 
vinous and well flavored, but rather pulpy. 

Martha—This promises to be the most reliable and valuable white Grape yet in- 
troduced. It isa seedling of the Concord, and like its parent, isa strong, 
hardy, healthy grower, and a good bearer ; bunch of good size, usually should- 
ered, compact and heavy; berry large, round, of a pale, sulphur yellow, with 
a thin white bloom, flesh tender, with very little pulp, very juicy, sweet, rich, 
slightly vinous and of excellent flavor. It ripens with or just before the Con- 
cord, and is a much more refined and excellent sort. [See cut, page 42.] 

Norton’s Virginia—Bunches long, large, loose; berry small, black, thin skin, 
no pulp, vinous; hardy, vigorous and productive. Ripens rather late here, 
but esteemed in some portions of the South-west, where it has acquired a 
high reputation as one of the best and most valuable wine grapes. 

Rebecca—A fine delicious white Grape, suited for garden culture, succeeding well 
in protected situations, requiring a dry soil. Bunch medium size, compact, 
not generally shouldered; berries medium to large, slightly oval ; skin thin, 
pale green, tinged with yellow, with a light bloom; flesh tender, meaty but 
not pulpy, sweet but not rich. Ripens latter part of September. 

Rentz—A new seedling, originated at Cincinnati, where it is highly regarded as a 
wine grape. Bunch large, tolerably compact, often shouldered ; berry large, 
round, black; pulp rather firm, with abundant sweet juice; vine very hardy, 
healthy, vigorous and productive. Earlier than Ives’ Seedling, and like it, 
makes a fine red wine. 

Union Village—Undoubtedly the largest native Black Grape on the list; a seed- 
ling of the Isabella, and scarcely any better in quality, though of nearly 
double the size. . Vine a strong, rampant grower, and needs a little protection 
when young. Bunches very large, compact. and shouldered; berries very 
large and when fully ripe very sweet and govd, very little pulp; skin thin 
covered with bloom. Ripe last of September and first of October. Valuable 
for its large size. 
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MARTHA GRAPE, . [See page 41.] 


Walter—A new variety, just introduced, said to be a cross between the Delaware 
and Diana. Bunches well shaped, compact and of good size, sometimes quite 
large; berries resembling the Delaware in color but larger size, very sugary, 
tough skin, adhering to the stem with great tenacity. It is claimed for this 
variety, that the fruit keeps well, does not drop and never decays, and that the 
vine is perfectly hardy, not liable to mildew or subject to disease ; is a good, 
strong grower, productive and very early in ripening; sometimes by the 20th 
of August. 
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ROGERS’ HYBRID. 


These extraordinary grapes, originated by E.S. Rogers, Salem, Mass., from seed 
of the wild Mammoth grape of New England, impregnated with the foreign Black 
Hamburg and Golden Chasselas. None of these are equal to the Delaware in flavor, 
but are of good quality, great beauty and excellence. From their hardiness, healthy 
and luxuriant growth, size of the fruit and beauty of appearance, they promise to 
rival all others, and are growing constantly in popularity.

No. 3 -Red; bunches rather large, loose; berries large, oval; flavor very sweet 
and rich, but a little foxy when over-ripe ; flesh tender and skin thin; a good, 
healthy grower and ripens with the Delaware. 

No. 4—Black; bunch very large; berries very large, round, skin moderately thin ; 
pulp soft ; flavor sprightly, sweet and agreeable. Ripens early. One of th 
best, everywhere highly commended, and destined to become very popular. 

No. 5—Red; bunch medium; berry round; flesh tender; flavor sweet, rich and 
very good. Not foxy, and one of the best. Ripens early. 

No. 9—Red; bunch and berry medium to large, round; flesh tender; flavor sweet 
and aromatic. Early and very good, productive and hardy. 

No. 15—Dark red, or maroon; bunches compact, very large, often shouldered; 
berries large, oval; pulp soft; flavor sweet, sprightly and aromatic. Ripens 
early, is very attractive and one of the best. 

No. 19—Black; bunch large; berries very large, round, much like No. 4 in quality, 
but a little later in ripening. 

No. 33—Black; bunch medium; berry large, round; flesh tender, sugary, with a 
rich, high flavor; has a dark claret colored juice next the skin. Ripens early. 

No. 39—Black; bunch of good size, shouldered; berry medium, round; flesh 
tender, sweet, of fine flavor. One of the earliest. 

Wo. 43—Black; bunch large, shouldered; berry medium, roundish; flesh tender, 
of a sweet, pleasant flavor. Very productive and early. 

Salem—This is the only one of the hybrids yet named. It is said to have a large, 
compact bunch; large berry ; of alight chestnut color; thin skin; fine form, 
hard pulp; very sweet and sprightly, with a fine aromatic flavor; hardy, 
healthy and vigorous growth, an abundant bearer and early in ripening. 


SELECT FOREIGN GRAPES. 


The cultivation of the Foreign Grapes is now almost exclusively confined to 
glass houses, all attempts at cultivating them in the open airin tne Northern States, 
having proved unsuccessful. Being so easily grown under glass, their cultivation 
has continually increased, and is now becoming general throughout the country. 

The following list comprises all the choice varieties that are valuable and easy 
of culture, and such as we can confidently recommend. All of them, except noted 
otherwise, can be successfully cultivated under glass, without fire heat. 
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For transportation, the Vines should be taken out of the pots, and wrapped in 
cloth or moss. The plants will grow much safer in this way, and the cost of trans- 
portation be greatly reduced.

Austrian Muscat—A good sized, amber colored Grape, juicy, witha rich muscat 
flavor. Bunehes long. One of the best of the Muscat varieties.

Pitmaston White Cluster—Berries and bunches small, but compact; a seedling 
from the Black Cluster, and one of the earliest white Grapes, of fine quality. 

Raisin de Calibre—Bunchesand berries large, white, fine; hangslate; valuable. 

Reine de Nice—Bunches and berries very large; rose colored; one of the best 
late keepers. 

Rose Chasselas—Berries medium size, round, pale, red, very juicy, rich and ex- 
cellent. Bunches medium size. A sure and abundant bearer. <A very fine 
old variety. 

Royal Muscadine—One of the finest varieties. Berries medium size, round, 
amber color, juicy, rich and excellent; bunches large, shouldered. An early 
and superior kind.

Zinfindal—Berries round, deep purple, skin thin, very juicy, refreshing and ex- 
cellent. Bunches long; hangs well on the vine; a hardy, prolific, fine sort. 
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CURRANTS. 


This very wholesome summer fruit has received more attention of late years, 
and is more justly appreciated than formerly. No fruit better repays good culture. 
Thin out the old wood, and cut back the new growth; keep the ground loose, free 
from grass, and well enriched. 


Batty’s Sweet White—Medium to large, yellowish white; bunch large; delici- 
ously sweet; a strong, upright grower and highly productive. 

Black Naples—Very large; black; bunches of medium length. The finest and 
largest of all black currants; much valued for jellies; strong growth, coarse 
leaves. 

Cherry—Fruit of the largest size; deep red; rather acid; short bunches; growth 
strong, stout, erect; short-jointed shoots. The largest of the red currants. 

Fertile de Pallua—Rather large; bright red; long bunch; vigorous growth and 
extremely productive. A new variety from France. 

Fertile d Angers—Large; red; long bunch; handsome, showy and fine. A new 
sort and very promising. 

Gloire des Sablons—Handsome, with striped berries; rather acid, and of little 
value except for the novel and curious appearance of the fruit. 

Gondoin White—Large; whitish yellow; quite sweet; bunch medium; hand- 
some appearance and excellent quality ; strong growth, very productive. One 
of the best white currants. 

La Versaillaise—Very large; red; long bunch, of great beauty and excellent 
quality. One of the very finest and best, and should be in every collection. 
Very productive. 

La Hative—A red currant from France; very early and of good quality. 

La Fertile—Another French sort; deep red; very productive. 

Prince Albert—Very large; bright red, resembling the Victoria ; valuable for its 
lateness ; vigorous and very productive. 

Red Dutch—Large; deep red; rich acid flavor. An old, well-known and fine 
sort, of good quality; vigorous, upright and very productive. 

Red Grape—A variety of the Red Dutch, with long bunches, fruit rather more 
acid, and not quite so upright in growth. 

Victoria, (May’s Victoria, Houghton Castle, &c.)—Very large; bright red;

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BLACKBERRIES. 


The strong growing sorts should be planted in rows six or eight feet apart, with 
the plants four to six feet in the rows. Keep the ground light and rich. The canes 
should be pinched back when they have reached four feet in height (this will cause 
the growth of side shoots), and then should be cut back in the spring to three or 
four eyes. Keep the canes for fruiting tied up to stakes, and the superfluous ones 
removed. 

Cut Leaved—A trailing variety, with very handsome, delicately cut leaves, suit- 
able for covering unsightly objects, where it is highly ornamental. Fruit 
roundish; black, with a sweet, slightly musky flavor. 

Dorchester, (Improved High Bush)—Large; deep black. Should not be 
picked until fully ripe, when it is sweet, excellent and high flavored. Very 
hardy, vigorous and prolific. Ripens early in August. 

Kittatinny—Large; deep shining black, retaining its color after being picked; 
moderately firm; rich, sweet and excellent; in eating as soon as colored; 
fruit begins to ripen a few days earlier than New Rochelle and continues for 
four or five weeks. In hardiness, vigor of growth, productiveness, size, flavor 
and every good quality, worthy of unqualified praise. 

New Rochelle, (Lawton)—Very large; jet black; when mature is very juicy, 
rather soft and tender, with a sweet, excellent flavor. Should not be gathered 
until it drops readily from the bush. Very strong, vigorous grower, and 
wonderfully productive. Ripens all through August. 

Missouri Mam moth—A new variety, described asa strong, upright grower, 
with thick, frm, dark-green leaves, very hardy, withstanding the severest 
winters, coming out uninjured with the thermometer 28 to 30 degrees below 
zero. Fruit very large size; deep black; ripe when colored ; firm; full of rich 
vinous sweetness ; ripens early, continues for five or six weeks, hangs long 
without dropping and is very productive. 

Wilson’s Early—Very large; shining black, retaining its color well after picking, 
and fine for the table assoon asfully colored ; quite firm ; sweet, rich and good; 
ripens mainly together,and two weeks before the height of the blackberry 
season. A strong grower, hardy, and stands first as an early market berry.

RASPBERRIES. 


Of this most delicious fruit, a full supply for a family is easily raised. The care- 
less manner in which it formerly was grown has retarded extensive planting. Any 
good soilis suitable, although a moderately rich loamy soil is preferable. Remove 
the bearing canes after the crop is gathered, and stake up such canes as are wanted 
for the next crop, keeping the superfluous ones carefully removed, to give more 
vigor to those retained for fruiting. In cold situations, where the canes are injured 
by freezing, protect with straw, or lay the canes down and cover slightly with earth. 
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To ensure a full autumn crop on the autumnal varieties, the summer crop should 
be sacrificed by cutting all the canes to the ground in the spring, tying up those 
intended for fruiting, and keeping removed all the weak and superfluous ones.

GOOSEBERRIES. 


HOUGHTON SEEDLING GOOSEBERRY. [See page 55.] 


The Gooseberry requires a severe annual pruning, the heads kept well thinned 
out, a good top dressing of short manure applied in the spring, to be forked in tothe 
ground after the fruit is off. This acts as a mulch, and tends to prevent mildew. It 
thrives best on a deep rich soil, a rather moist location being desirable. 
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The plants of the English varieties are imported, and grown here ayear or two, 
but as we cannot always procure a supply of particular sorts, we give only the names 
of a few sorts which we can generally furnish. 


Red—Crown Bob, Companion, Warrington, Hedgehog, London Red, Ironmonger. 
Green—Langley Green, Green Ocean, Conquering Hero. 

White—Whitesmith, White Swan, White Eagle. 

Yellow—Leader, Yellow Sulphur. 


AMERICAN VARIETIES. 


American Seedling, (Cluster, Pale Red, &c.)—Upright, strong grower, 
medium to small, roundish; bears profusely ; does not mildew. 

Downing’s Seedling—Larger than Houghton; nct liable to mildew; greenish 
white color. New; highly commended. 

Houghton’s Seedling—Vigorous, spreading. A great bearer. Pale red; ex- 
empt from mildew. [See cut, page 54.] 

Shaker, or Mountain Seedling—Strong, upright grower; larger than Hough- 
ton. Productive ; not liable to mildew. 


ASPARAGUS. 


This earliest and finest of spring vegetables should be more cultivated. To pre- 
pare a bed, dig the ground deep, incorporating large quantities of well decomposed 
manure—plant the roots about three inches deep in rows eighteen inches apart and 
one foot apart in the rows. Coverjin the autumn with a few inches of well rotted 
manure, and fork it under in the spring. An occasional top-dressing of salt is 
beneficial. 


RHUBARB, OR PIE PLANT. 


This deserves to be ranked among the best fruits of the garden. It affords the 
earliest material for pies and tarts, continues long in use, and is valuable for canning. 
The smallest garden is incomplete without a few plants. Make the border very rich 
and deep ; it is a gross feeder, and the ground cannot be kept too rich. 

Early Scarlet—Rather small, but very early and good. 

Linnaeus—Large ; early, tender and fine. The very best of all. This is the “ great 
Wine Plant.” 

Mitchell’s Prince Albert—Very tender and fine. 

Victoria—Very large and good.
